Reference la mada to tin Bureau's latter af 4 Dacanibar 1441 
requesting Dm visas af this Agency an tea Department af State draft 
bill to amend tbe Missing Persona Act (50 U.8.C. App. 1001 at seq. ) 
to include coverage of aliens employed by tbe United States Government 
outside tlnta continental United States. The proposed legislation would 
apply retroactively to all periods after 51 December 1445 during which 
an aliea who bad been employed far service outside the continental 
United States occupied a statue Hated In taction 2 of the bfiseing Per etna 
Act. 

We note that a question exists ae te the literal application af 
the Missing Person* Act ta persona who are arrested, tried and 
imprisoned in foreign countries. H. R. 24S4. a hill te amend the 
Missing Persons Act ta caver certain persons detained in foreign 
c ountries against their will and far ether purposes, which was proposed 
by the Department of Defense, wae passed by the Meuse ef Representatives 
on 9 July 1445 and is now awaiting action by Senate Armed Services 
Committee. H. Report No. 411, to accompany H. R. 2494, indicates 
that that bill would provide specific coverage la cold war situation for 
personnel employed by tbe Federal Government who are arrested or 
otherwise detained by foreign governments In ether than a hat war 
situation.
